In DreDarine the guide, the compilers examined most of the collections listed in the 1963 Guide. As a 
result of thLTxaminatton akd because of the desire to hold down the size of the present volume the decision 
was made to delete descriptions for certain types of material. Such material included doctoral theses, uni-
